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Bus information goes 
live (only two years late) 


PASSENGERS are cele¬ 
brating after real time in¬ 
formations displays 
became available at 
Weymouth’s K1-K8 bus 
shelters for the first time 
in two years. 

The structures were put 
in place for the 2012 
Olympic Games, but 
mystified passengers 
had highlighted the lack 
of information for some 
time. 

They complained that, 
while regular bus serv¬

ices stopped at the shel¬ 
ters, electronic boards 
didn’t display any rele¬ 
vant information about 
when buses were due de¬ 
spite the fact it was a 
busy transport hub used 
by many thousands of 
people every day. 

They said there were 
good screens on site but 
they didn’t show any in¬ 
formation at all at what 


is the most important 
bus location in town. 
Unchanging posters 
gave a clue about “an 
hourly” service but not 
what time during that 
hour passengers could 
expect buses. 

Now Dorset County 
Council has finally com¬ 
pleted displays which 
county highways techni¬ 
cian John Turner admit¬ 
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ted had not been without 
problems. 

He said in a letter to 
one passenger: “We 
have had some rather 
lengthy technical issues 
with power supplies and 
communications at these 
bus stops. 

“I appreciate that these 
are long overdue to be 
resolved and I can assure 
you that we are making 
this our absolute prior¬ 
ity.” 

Among passengers 
welcoming the new fa¬ 
cility was David John¬ 
ston who said: “I'm 
impressed! 

“For the first time 
since installation, we 
have real times dis¬ 
played in the shelters at 
King’s Statue. 

“I have visited the 
shelters this morning 
and - believe me - it 
wasn't only me who was 
overjoyed to see depar¬ 


ture times displayed in 
these shelters at such an 
important bus transport 
interchange.” 

Mr Turner added that 
they were also improv¬ 
ing the quality of infor¬ 
mation at Weymouth 
Railway Station allow¬ 
ing easier connections 
between rail and bus 
services after complaints 
that information there 
could only direct ar- 
rivees to the seafront bus 
shelters. 

Mr Turner also reacted 
to complaints that infor¬ 
mation boards on North 
Quay served little pur¬ 
pose for infrequent serv¬ 
ices. 

He said: “The real-time 
display on North Quay 
near Weymouth and 
Portland council’s of¬ 
fices was installed when 
this stop was served by 
more routes, more fre¬ 
quently, particularly 
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service one to Portland. 

“This stand acted as the 
principal stop for Port- 
land-bound services for 
Asda, the quay side of 
town and the borough 
offices. Now service 1 
routes via Westwey 
Road, the principal stop 
is opposite the law 
courts. 

“This change doesn't 
leave the real-time dis¬ 
play on North Quay en¬ 
tirely redundant, but 
perhaps there may be the 
opportunity to re-assess 
the equipment in use at 
this stop. Unfortunately, 
I cannot confirm if or 
when we would be in a 
position to do this.”

ARTHUR Watson, along with his wife, Janet 
Watson, is the owner of the Riverside Restau¬ 
rant in West Bay. 

The family has owned the restaurant since 
1960 and Arthur and Janet took over in 1964, 
and they are now celebrating 50 years at the 
helm. 

Their grandson, Eli, works alongside them as 
part of the chef team, while their son Tom has 
his own restaurant in Switzerland on the 
shores of Lake Geneva. 


■ THE Riverside restaurant has been around for 
more than 50 years. Could you tell us a bit about 
its history? 

The early history of the Riverside was a simple cafe 
that catered for the demands of the locals and visi¬ 
tors, most of whom came by train or bus and 
camped out. Many coach companies used West Bay 
as a destination for day trips and the demand was 
for cream teas and simple meals. It was always a ren¬ 
dezvous for the local fishermen and the domino 
school lasted well into the night. 

■ SO the Riverside has played a key role in the 
local community during that time? 

Yes. There has been a refreshment point on the site 
of the present Riverside since the 1920s. First of all a 
tent, then some sheds, then bigger sheds incorpo¬ 
rating West Bay Post Office and finally, after the dis¬ 
astrous floods of the early seventies, the present 
building which was constructed in 1976 to a design 
from the CZWG architectural partnership. Additions 
have since been made. During the 50 years we have 
also been able to employ some 400 young people 
during the holidays to give them a taste of work ex¬ 
perience and to earn money of their own. 

■ THE Riverside is now renowned for its vast se¬ 
lection of seafood and local produce. When did 
that start? 

Everything changed in the 1980s when local people 
began to go abroad and wanted foods they had 
tasted on their holidays. Also the advent of second 
home ownership began. The traditional menu was 
no longer in demand and we turned to seafoods, as 
the finest quality was available on the doorstep. 
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■ BEING a well known seafood restaurant that 
sources many of its food locally, do you cater for 
other tastes? 

Yes, although seafood has remained our main theme 
ever since, we do provide alternatives for people 
who do not enjoy fish. Our theme has always been 
to buy locally wherever possible and more than 90 
per cent of our raw materials are from local sources. 

■ THE Riverside Restaurant has won the Taste of 
the West Gold award for the fourth time this year 
and featured in the Observer's Top 10. Do you 
have any tips for success? 

We are all delighted to be awarded the Taste of the 
West Gold Star again. This award is based upon an 
unannounced visit from experienced judges and is 
hard to get. Customer loyalty has enabled us to keep 
going for all of our 50 years and our staff have built 
up great relationships with customers. Chilly, the 
manager has been with us for some 30 years, Sue 
our restaurant manager more than 20, Nick the pro¬ 
duce buyer and chef nearly as long, and Tony, our 
highly skilled and inventive Head Chef is nearing 10 
years. 

■ THE Riverside also hosts themed nights. Do 
you have any coming up soon? 

We are holding two special themed menu nights in 
May. Both dates are for Friday evenings. Our event 
on May 9th is based upon Spanish Cuisine and on 
May 16th we will have local lobster dishes as the 
theme.

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Finding a WeyForward for Weymouth 


A TEACHER and an educational entrepreneur want to en¬ 
courage young people and the wider community to get in¬ 
volved in the future of Weymouth and Portland. 

Baron Miles and Jason West want people to share, dis¬ 
cuss, vote and work together on ideas to improve the bor¬ 
ough. 

They are building an online community, known as Wey¬ 
Forward, where ideas for business, retail, events, groups, 
clubs and community organisations can be shared and dis¬ 
cussed in a supportive way.

Mr West said: “The meeting with the council was a great 
success. Not only did they agree that the community 
should be involved in decisions surrounding the Peninsula 
but they have also invited us all to contribute to the master 
plan for the development of the whole of Weymouth town 
centre.” 

His friend, Mr Miles, got involved in WeyForward at the 
end of November when he saw the online campaign just 
prior to the meeting with the council. 

Mr Miles said: “I got involved at first because I wanted 
to help Jason boost his Facebook supporter network. As 
the campaign broadened I realised that we had a real 
chance to create a nurturing environment for youth busi¬ 
ness, skill development and online networking. Opportu¬ 
nities for young people are at a real low point. Graduates 
are struggling to find meaningful employment which has 


a knock-on effect for those without degrees. 

“I believe that we should encourage entrepreneurship 
and creativity in our young people by involving the whole 
borough in supporting their ideas and ventures, helping 
them to develop the resilience they need and inspiring 
them to take some responsibility for local economic 
growth.” 

Other members of the local community have helped to 
create the campaign and Mr West said: “We have lots of 
people contributing to the group’s momentum. Ross 
Cleaver and his team at We Are Revolting did a great job 
creating the website while Clare Buckle from Art Wey has 
been promoting the idea to artists in the area. 

“Jess Hallett has produced a film about WeyForward 
with the support of a Bafta-winning editor and Andrew 
Cooke, owner of Foving Weymouth and Portland, has 
been producing and pushing out great images of young 
people’s idea, helping to raise awareness. In the end it’s 
about the community pulling together to make something 
really unique happen.”

Where is West Dorset on 
county council cabinet? 


WEST Dorset hardly gets a look-in with changes to 
Dorset County Council’s Cabinet. 

The all-powerful committee, which effectively makes 
all the council’s decision, is packed with councillors from 
the East and North of the county. 

Only two councillors, councillor Rebecca Knox, re¬ 
sponsible for families and children’s safeguarding from 
Beaminster, and councillor Jill Haynes, from Maiden 
Newton, represent West Dorset. 

The re-shuffle was caused by councillor Hilary Cox 
standing down as portfolio holder for environment and 
the economy, after 13 years as a cabinet member. The role 
- which includes responsibility for services such as high¬ 
ways, public transport, economic development and the 
countryside - will be filled by councillor Peter Finney. 

Councillor Finney has been cabinet member for com¬ 
munity and public health since May last year. This re¬ 
sponsibility will now be taken on by councillor Colin 
Jamieson. 

Councillor Cox, who represents the Winterbourne divi¬ 
sion, joined the cabinet in 2001, and has been portfolio 
holder for both environment and community services. 
She will also relinquish her role as chairman of the Dorset 
Waste Partnership Joint Committee. 

Councillor Flower paid tribute to her energy, achieve¬ 
ments and tireless hard work during a meeting in Dorch¬ 
ester. 

He said: “Hilary Cox has a proud record of achieve¬ 
ment, not only for the residents in her county division but 
also the significant contribution she had made during her 
time as a member of the cabinet. I would also like to take 
the opportunity to thank Hilary for her personal support 
during my first year as leader.” 


Councillor Finney is the elected member for the West 
Moors and Holt division, and has previously held cabinet 
responsibility for highways and transport services at the 
council. 

Councillor Flower said: “With Peter’s past experience 
of the environment directorate, I feel this was a practical 
choice. I intend working very closely with both Peter and 
our new director, Mike Harries, to radically restructure 
the directorate and ensure we continue delivering excel¬ 
lent services within reduced resources.” 

Councillor Jamieson represents the Highcliffe and 
Walkford division in Christchurch, and has been a county 
councillor since 2009. His role will cover community 
services such as libraries, trading standards and emer¬ 
gency planning, along with public health. 

Councillor Flower added: “This role fits well with his 
previous experience as chairman of the council’s public 
health overview committee. I’m sure Colin will be a 
tremendous asset to the cabinet team.” 

The county council’s Cabinet now consists of: council¬ 
lor Spencer Flower - Feader (Verwood & Three Fegged 
Cross); councillor Robert Gould - corporate resources 
and deputy Feader (Sherborne); councillor Toni Coombs 
- education and communications (Verwood & Three 
Fegged Cross); councillor Peter Finney - environment 
and the economy (West Moors and Holt); councillor Jill 
Haynes - adult social care (Three Valleys); councillor 
Colin Jamieson - community and public health (High¬ 
cliffe and Walkford); councillor Rebecca Knox - fa mi lies 
and children's safeguarding (Beaminster); councillor John 
Wilson was re-appointed as chairman of the county coun¬ 
cil (Ferndown); councillor Andrew Cattaway will con¬ 
tinue as vice-chairman (Stour Valley). 


Fire service announces strikes 


DORSET Fire and rescue Service 
said it will be providing a reduced 
emergency response during three 
new strike dates annnounced by the 
Fire Brigades Union (FBU)for May 
2nd, 3rd and 4th. 

The action is the latest by the FBU 
in its national dispute with the De¬ 
partment of Communities and Focal 
Government and will bring the num¬ 
ber of strikes since September to 12. 

Chief Fire Officer Darran Gunter 
said: “As with the previous strikes 
we will once again be putting our 
contingency arrangements in place. 
We are disappointed the FBU and the 
Government have not been able to 
come to an agreement about the fire¬ 
fighters ’ pension scheme at this 
stage. It is important to stress that 
this is a national dispute. 

“We have put plans in place to en¬ 


sure Dorset Fire and Rescue is able 
to respond to incidents, but we would 
ask members of the public to take 
extra steps to reduce the risk of a fire 
breaking out in their home. We will 
continue to work with all our part¬ 
ners locally to ensure businesses; 
homes and our environment can be 
kept as safe as possible from fire dur¬ 
ing this period of industrial action.” 

DFRS will be issuing fire safety 
advice in the run up to this latest 
round of strike action. It includes: 

• Ensure that you have a working 
smoke alarm in your home. 

• Plan and test your escape routes 
in the event of a fire or major inci¬ 
dent. Keep exits clear, identify where 
door and window keys are kept 
should you need to escape in an 
emergency. 

• Don’t overload sockets. Use one 


plug in one socket or use a tested 
‘bar’ type of extension lead rather 
than a ‘block’ type of adaptor. 

• Switch off appliances at the wall 
when not in use 

• Keep matches and lighters out of 
children’s reach, preferably in a high 
cupboard or drawer. 

• Place candles on a heat proof 
holder or dish. Ensure that it is not 
near flammable items such as wall¬ 
paper, curtains, nets etc. Never place 
candles on top of TV or DVD sets. 
These are highly combustible. 

• Never leave cooking unattended 
to answer the phone, pop to the shops 
etc. Always turn it off. 

• Do not smoke in bed. Ensure that 
all smoking materials are extin¬ 
guished before you fall asleep.

Concern grows for missing man 


POFICE are appealing for 
public help after becom¬ 
ing increasingly con¬ 
cerned for a missing 
Bournemouth man last 
seen near Wool who could 
be heading via Weymouth 
to the South West. 

John Francis, 44, was 
last seen by a regular po¬ 
lice patrol at 3.30pm on 
Friday, April 25th, walk¬ 
ing along the A352 at East 
Stoke. 

At the time he was car¬ 
rying two large rucksacks 
and said he was making 
his way to the South West 
via Weymouth. The offi¬ 
cers gave him a lift to 
Wool for his own safety as 
the road was considered 
dangerous for pedestrians. 

At 7pm on Saturday, 
April 26th, a member of 
the public reported find¬ 
ing two rucksacks at a bus 
stop in Winfrith. They had 
been there most of the 
day. 

Inspector Matt Baxter, 
of Dorset Police, said: 
“We are becoming in¬ 
creasingly concerned for 
the welfare of John. The 
rucksacks contained a lot 
of his personal posses¬ 
sions which he would 
need with him. It is now 
believed that he might not 
be feeling very well. 


“An empty tent bag was 
found in the rucksacks so 
it may be possible that 
John camped nearby and 
then continued walking 
leaving his possessions 
behind. 

“An extensive search 
has been carried out 
which was assisted by the 


NPAS helicopter and offi¬ 
cers are continuing with 
their enquiries.” 

John is described as 
white, approximately six 
feet tall and very slim. 

He has short black grey¬ 
ing hair, green eyes and 
was clean shaven when he 
was last seen. He has a 


deep voice and speaks 
with a local accent. It is 
believed he is wearing 
blue jeans. 

Inspector Baxter contin¬ 
ued: “I appeal to anyone 
with information to come 
forward urgently. 

“John’s family are very 
worried and urge him to 


make contact with them 
or the police - we just 
want to make sure he is 
safe and well.”

Town gathers to mark ANZAC Day 


MOURNFUL notes of the Last Post drifted over Wey¬ 
mouth Esplanade as the town held its annual ANZAC 
Day service. 

It took place at the Australian and New Zealand 
Army Corps memorial on the seafront and was led by 
the mayor’s chaplain, The Reverend Pip Salmon. 

The memorial commemorates the thousands of Aus¬ 
tralian and New Zealand volunteer servicemen who 
passed through camps and hospitals in Dorset during 
the First World War between battles in the Middle East 
and those on the Western Front in Europe. 

The Mayor, Councillor Ray Banham said: “We have 
to remember those who were billeted here during the 
First World War. It is good that we have an ANZAC 
memorial here to respect the sacrifices they made on 
our behalf.” 

He laid a wreath as did Lt Neil Amey from the Royal 
Australian Navy who said: “ANZAC Day is very im¬ 
portant for us, probably the biggest day as far as the 
Australian defence force goes, when we remember not 
only those who died at Gallipoli but in conflicts since 
then.” 

Another wreath was laid by Josh Aperahama from 
the New Zealand High Commission who said: “This 
day is very important to us, to be able to come to Wey¬ 
mouth which has one of the few dedicated ANZAC 
memorials in the country. We feel it is really important 
to remember the sacrifices made. The Gallipoli cam¬ 
paign was a defining moment for us as a nation, so 
today is as important to us as your Remembrance Day 
is to you.” 

Captain Harry Mossop of the Queen’s Royal Hus¬ 
sars, representing the British Army, also laid a wreath 
and he said: “To remember Australians, New Zealan¬ 
ders and everything all of Commonwealth countries 
have done for us is very important.” 

Representatives from ex-service organisations and 
associations also attended the ceremony at the three- 
sided monolith which was unveiled on Weymouth 
seafront 90 years after the first Australian and New

HEALTH issues have seen planners defer a Weymouth 
scheme to demolish barns and build five holiday lets in 
their place. 

It was the second delay for the development off Wa¬ 
tery Lane which had previously been deferred to try and 
get a better design, layout and landscaping. 

Applicants Oakenstead Estates responded by coming 
up with a better scheme which members of Weymouth 
and Portland planning committee praised as being far 
better architecturally than the previous one. 

But fresh evidence of a health threat from sewage and 
the risk that five new holiday lets would add to the prob¬ 
lem saw councillors defer a decision on the scheme. 

They wanted more specific information from Wessex 
Water about the area and their views on the effect a de¬ 
velopment might have and they also wanted to allow 
Oakenstead a chance to come up with proposals to pro¬ 
vide self-contained surface and foul water drainage for 
the site to protect existing drainage.

The meeting first heard from volunteer river watch of¬ 
ficer Robert Turner who has lived in the valley since 
1954 and who was objecting to the scheme on health 
grounds. 

He warned that just moderate rainfall could turn Wa¬ 
tery Lane into “a stream” which could “pop up” all five 
manhole covers, posing the threat of sewage pollution 
which was “disgusting, foul and unhealthy”. Such po¬ 
tential health problems are particularly bad in summer, 
he said. 

Mr Turner added that it would be wrong to add to ex¬ 
isting environmental health issues by approving five 
further homes. 

Members welcomed the improved scheme design 
which was “leaps and bounds ahead” of the previous 
design, but were worried that apporoving the scheme in 


its present form would add to drainage problems in the 
area. 

Vice-chairman Councillor Kevin Hoder said: “There 
would be an increase in sewage and I don’t think we 
should be exacerbating the dual sewage system.” 

He felt there should be no development “at the cost of 
public health” and that there should be encouragement 
for something like a septic tank to put surface and foul 
water drainage outside the existing system. 

Councillor Christine James moved deferral to get a re¬ 
port on the situation from Wessex Water and Councillor 
Anne Kenwood said: “I am very concerned about this. 
We should not have a development which will make 
problems in Watery Lane worse.” 

Deputy Mayor Councillor Kate Wheller said: “It 
would be irresponsible of us not to do something. The 
design is really nice now, but holidaymakers will not 
thank us if their children have to wear wellies to wade 
through sewage.”

ENVIRONMENTAL concerns mean a 
charity balloon race in aid of Wey¬ 
mouth Lifeboat has been replaced by 
a charity "virtual" balloon race. 

The event, which will be held on 
Bank Holiday Monday, May 5th at 
2pm at Weymouth Lifeboat Station, 
was given a new format to take ac¬ 


count of concerns that marine life 
such as turtles might suffer through 
eating the remains of balloons. 

Balloon tags will be placed in a 
drum and every five days some will 
be drawn at random with their final 
destination identified by calculating 
wind direction, speed and strength. 


The first four tickets drawn on June 
16th will be the winners. 

Weymouth RNLI branch chairman 
Tony Beeson said "Our new balloon 
race will now be even more environ¬ 
mentally friendly and I hope that 
everyone who was concerned about 
the original race will both buy a ticket

The great poop debate 


A GREAT steaming heap 
of horse manure pro¬ 
voked a flare-up recently 
in the argument over peo¬ 
ple cleaning up after their 
animals. 

The pile lay there in a 
residential street right on 
the driving line between 
parked vehicles which 
prompted one pedestrian 
to talk about gardeners 
popping out to shovel it 
up for their roses! 

But his conversation 
quite rightly turned to 
how, if a dog owner had 
allowed their animal to 
poop in the road and then 
walked off without clean¬ 
ing it up, there would be 
uproar and a possible 
prosecution. 

The fact that a horse 
evacuates about 20 times 
as much as a dog seems 
to make the sense of 
cleaning it up obvious, 
but there are counter ar¬ 
guments. 


Firstly there are count¬ 
less more dogs using the 
streets as a toilet than 
there are horses so there 
are rightly controls for 
dogs, secondly dog fae¬ 
ces are a greater danger 
to health than horse drop¬ 
pings and thirdly the 
street in question was 
fairly close to open fields 
and it could be argued 
that horses and the bag¬ 
gage that goes with them 
are a rural pursuit which 
people who live in rural 
or semi-rural areas 
should be relaxed about. 

Still, it wouldn’t hurt 
for horsemen to carry a 
bag and a small hand 
shovel since horse ma¬ 
nure is often sold. 

I can think of at least 
two places that do that 
within a mile of my 
home. Not sure what the 
going rate is for a large 
bag of horse manure. I 
think it’s a pony! 


What can improve town's economy? 


EASTER prompted seafront busi¬ 
nesses in Weymouth to say they were 
celebrating one of the best starts to a 
season they could remember. 

Among things to do particularly 
well were inflatable killer whales, 
beach mats, drinks, food and, of 
course, buckets and spades. 

So it is interesting that the council is 
looking beyond this traditional holi¬ 
day income image of Weymouth and 
trying to diversify the town centre’s 
economy away from a critically im¬ 
portant reliance on visitors to a future 
where all the eggs in its basket are not 
dominated by tourism. 


This shows commendable foresight 
for trying to make the good ship Wey¬ 
mouth able to weather future eco¬ 
nomic storms, but I still feel tourism 
must be central to strategy for this and 
many future decades. It is, after all, 
what has made the town’s reputation. 

The question is, if not tourism then 
what can Weymouth do to improve its 
economy? 

Some of the answers have to lie 
with improved infrastructure. As one 
councillor said recently in committee, 
if global warming is going to create 
sea level rises then Weymouth must 
“think outside the box” because if the 


town centre does flood “then we can’t 
have car parking. We’ll have to have 
boat parking!” 

There is also the question of fluctu¬ 
ating fortunes. Tourism tastes can 
change and Weymouth’s drawing 
power might not be so great in the fu¬ 
ture, not least if it can’t nail down 
some sort of enforceable agreement 
with ferry company Condor. 

Whatever the future holds for the 
town’s economy then at least some 
thought is being devoted to it now 
rather than the authorities adopting an 
ostritch-like stance with their heads 
firmly sunk in Weymouth Sands.

NEWS of my recent Parasite of the Week award to a 
woman who stole a handbag from a Weymouth charity 
shop seems to have generated a few bids for Best Support¬ 
ing Parasite. 

In hot contention for that dubious honour must be a 
group of teenagers who knew a criminal opportunity when 
they saw one.

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Recycling scheme expands 


MORE than 50,000 Dorset households will 
shortly receive information about changes to 
their bin collections. 

The Recycle for Dorset collection service 
will start from Monday, October 13th, in Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland and part of West Dorset 
including Abbotsbury, Chickerell, Maiden 
Newton, Martinstown, Sherborne and Yetmin- 
ster. The scheme has already begun in Dorch¬ 
ester. 

The service is already used by 135,000 
Dorset households, leading to recycling rates 
doubling in some areas. 

The Dorset Waste Partnership (DWP) will 
be posting a letter and leaflet to all households 
in this area over the next three weeks. 

Residents who think the service shown in 
their leaflet will not meet their specific needs 
should contact the DWP online or by phone 
no later than June 19th to request different 
containers or help moving their bins. 

Households also have until June 19th to pay 
for a fortnightly garden waste collection start¬ 
ing in October. Around 30,000 Dorset house¬ 
holds have already paid for the optional 
service. 

The quickest way to request changes or to 
pay for the garden waste collection is online 
at www.dorsetforyou.com/recyclefordorset. 

The Recycle for Dorset service lets residents 
recycle more than before, including plastic 
bottles, pots, tubs and trays. 

Food waste will be collected weekly using 
a 23-litre lockable bin and a seven-litre 
kitchen caddy. 

Recycling will be collected fortnightly using 
a larger wheelie bin and residents’ existing 
box which will be for glass only. Rubbish will 
be collected fortnightly in a smaller wheelie 
bin. 

The DWP will reuse existing containers 


where possible. Weymouth and Portland resi¬ 
dents who have a green wheelie bin for rub¬ 
bish will keep it to use it as their recycling bin 
from October. 

Properties in Weymouth and Portland with 
brown wheelie bins for cardboard and food 
waste will have them replaced with the 
smaller, lockable food bin as cardboard will 
go in their recycling bin from October. People 
who already have a smaller food bin will keep 
it. 

West Dorset residents who already have a 
food waste collection will reuse their con¬ 
tainers. If residents’ containers are missing 
they should contact the DWP online or by 
phone before June 19th so replacements can 
be delivered by October. 

Phone lines are expected to be busy, so res¬ 
idents are advised to go online if they can. A 
web chat service is also available to help 
with any queries. 

Thirteen public roadshows are being held 
during May and June for residents to see the 
new bins and speak to DWP officers. Details 
are included in the letters and can be found 
at www.dorsetforyou .com/recyclingevents. 

DWP director Steve Burdis said: “This is 
our fourth phase of rolling out the ‘recycle 
for Dorset’ service, having already intro¬ 
duced it to 135,000 households. The results 
so far have been excellent with big increases 
in recycling, savings on waste costs and high 
levels of customer satisfaction. 

“We are writing to people now to explain 
the new service and give them a chance to 
find out more and contact us before June 
19th about their household's specific needs 
if necessary. 

“As with any change on this scale, it can 
take a little time to get used to. However, this 
can be overcome with early communications, 


so I would encourage all residents to read 
their information, check our website and 
come to a roadshow to see how it will work 
for them.”

The remainder of West Dorset, including

Regis, is due to start using the service in sum¬ 
mer 2015 when the roll-out will be completed 
county wide.

The History of Harbour Bonfield Garage 


IN June 2004 Harbour Bonfield Garage Limited was 
formed by amalgamating Bridport's two oldest fam¬ 
ily run garage businesses. 

G. Bonfield & Son was founded in 1900 by George 
Bonfield as a pedal and motorcycle shop. In 1907 
the business moved to larger workshops in West 
Street, where it remained until a move to the pres¬ 
ent premises in St Andrews Trading Estate in June 
2004. 

In the early 1930's the company affiliated to the 
Austin Motor Company and remained agents incor¬ 
porating Rover under the management of Howard 
Bonfield who took control of the business in 1977 
when his father retired. 

As a result of Rovers restructuring the agency 
ceased in 1996, however, the company continued 
to sell new and used cars and incorporated the all 
car Unipart Car Care system for service and repairs. 

Harbour Garage in West Bay was purchased in 
1947 by Mr Ray Rickard, having moved to Bridport 
from Hillingdon. 

In 1955 the Ford franchise was introduced and 
several years later a showroom was developed 
across the road, The Singer franchise was then 
added and remained until Singers'demise in the 
late sixties. This was followed by the Datsun fran¬ 
chise continuing until the 1980s. 


In 1964 Sue, Ray's daughter, joined the Company 
and subsequently became a Director, taking over the 
running of the Company in 1972. 

Harbour Bonfield was formed as a result of a need 
by both companies to modernise their businesses. 

The start of 2000 saw Ford Motor Company putting 
increasing pressure on dealers to upgrade their prem¬ 
ises. Harbour's old aircraft hanger failed to meet the 
criteria Ford had set and a decision was made to sell 
and relocate. 

During the early part of 2004 Howard also con¬ 
cluded that the West Street building had become un¬ 
suitable for today's motor industry and that sale and 
relocation was the way ahead. 

As both family owned and run businesses needed 
to move forward, the directors, all being friends, 
muted the idea of a joint venture and the seeds were 
sown. 

Premises where found on St Andrews Trading Es¬ 
tate, Bridport, and the rest as they say, is history.

THE iconic British rock band,The Kinks, are often cited as one of the 
most important and influential rock bands of all time, and the Kast 
Off Kinks will bring all the groups greatest hits to Seaton on Satur¬ 
day, May 17th.

Tough start for reinstated Weymouth 


FOLLOWING a shake-up in the 
make-up of the Dorset Funeral Plan 
cricket leagues which starts this 
weekend, only Weymouth hang on 
to their premier league status; and 
then only by default following the 
demise of Winton which saw the 
Seasiders reinstated in the top ech¬ 
elon. 

However, whilst Weymouth will 
not encounter any local derbies this 
season in Premier League 1, other 
teams have benefited from the 
new arrangement. 

Martinstown who are striding up 
the leagues find themselves pitted 
against Dorchester in Premier 
League 2, whilst there is a plethora 
of derbies in County Division Two 
with five local sides locking horns. 

WEYMOUTH carry the flag as the 
senior side but face a tough open¬ 
ing fixture when they host reigning 
champions Parley at Redlands 

Following a couple of unsettled 
seasons, they are looking to consol¬ 
idate their position in the league 
and rebuild the club. 

New captain 22-year-old Kieron 
Womble said: "It's good that we are 
staying in the top league. Out chair¬ 
man John Ryan and the rest of the 
committee have really put an em¬ 
phasis on making it a community 
club. 

"We have free cricket for Under 
19's, held free nets to encourage 
more people which has been suc¬ 
cessful with some new players as 
well as old ones returning, whilst 
our head coach Hugh Lawes has 
been holding free cricket sessions 
for Year 3 and 4 children We are 
looking to focus on club cricket." 

The club welcome back fast 
bowler Neil Walton after missing all 
of last season with an injury, and 
have promoted youngsters Joe 
James, Dorn Webb, Jack Sapsworth 
and Tom Chedzoy to the senior 
sides. 

Pete Gordon will skipper the 2nd 
XI.

Dan Belt will once again captain 
the side that never recovered from 
last year's start where they were 
docked 20 points for not fulfilling 
their opening fixture at The Rec 
after Dorchester Town Council, 
from who they rent the pitch and 
are responsible for the preparation 
of the wicket, had not done so. 

The experienced Pete Moxom will 
be his vice-captain. 

They have strengthened the side 
by the signing of overseas player 
Eamon Scott, a 21-yaer-old all- 
rounder form Australia, who Belt 
believes will be good addition to 
the side. 

Another all rounder Fergus Guppy 
who grew up playing for Wey¬ 
mouth and so knows the area well, 
has moved back from Wales. More 
of a batsman, he is expected to slot 
in up the order. 

The third new addition is Simon 
Mitchem, another all-rounder who 
has joined from Abbotsbury where 
he produced some impressive per¬ 
formances with bat and ball, and is 
looking to step up the leagues in 
order to challenge himself. 

Belt said: "Looking at the rest of 
the team is pretty much the same 
with Sean Fitzgerald, West Dorset's 
Head Coach, coaching again and 
keeping for the first team, along 
with the youngsters who will have 
another years experience, and 
hopefully will be playing a big part 
in the team's success this year." 

Stuart Beasley is once again the 
2nd XI captain who will compete in 
County Division Two, but the club 


have withdrawn the third team fol¬ 
lowing problems with player avail¬ 
ability last season to concentrate 
on the two teams.

After an excellent season that saw 
them finish fourth in Division 1 
MARTINSTOWN have the opportu¬ 
nity to pit their wits against some of 
the bigger teams including Dorch¬ 
ester in Premier League 2.

"It will be a tough division with a 
number of bigger clubs this year, 
and although I might have to adjust 
my thoughts in a few weeks time, I 
am looking at a top four spot."

Tucker's son Callum who broke his 
ankle and leg in an accident in the 
winter, which means they will be 
one shiort in the spin department. 

Tucker and his coaches continue 
to build the youth set-up as he did 
at Dorchester, and the club will 
have six teams playing this year; 
two weekend, two evening league 
and two youth teams. 

"A lot of teams use the lower 
leagues to nurture young players 
and give them a chance to play 
competitive cricket. We are setting 
the club up for three or four year's 
time when the U11 and U13 are old 
enough to play in senior sides and 
we have ambitions for a second 
team. 

"However the main thing is for the 
youngsters to move up and enjoy 
their cricket. This season we want to 
win, but the important thing is to 
progress and enjoy it!"

Bees nap-hand kills Hengrove's hopes

HENGROVE Athletic came looking for a vic¬ 
tory to prevent them from an immediate 
return to Division One. 

But, although they battled hard, they 
could not prevent the Bees completing 
their home fixtures with a convincing win 
to send the fans away happy for the sum¬ 
mer after a number of below par perform¬ 
ances at St Mary's Field since the New Year. 

Manager Trevor Senior stuck with the 
same eleven that started in the victory at 
Gillingham on Easter Monday, and they 
looked to be in for an easy time when they 
took an early lead through Matt Morley. 

Dan Wise had already tested Grove 
keeper Mark Drinkwater who was forced to 
react quickly when his innocuous looking 
lob from way out wide on the right in the 
4th minute suddenly got caught on the 
strong wind blowing in Bridport's favour. 

Two minutes later Chris Clarke's throw 
from on the left was headed on by Tom 
Richardson to Morley whose looping back 
header dropped into the far side of the net. 

However Hengrove were fighting for Pre¬ 
mier status and equalised in the 12th 
minute when a good run from Wayne 
Pearce down the right saw him cut the ball 
back for Rhys Hickery to force home as 
Sam Filkins advanced. 

Bridport started to adjust to playing with 
the elements and began to take control, 
and after Richardson headed over Wise's 
corner, good work by Chris Luke on the left 
gave Morley a chance on goal; his shot 
beating Drinkwater but hitting the side 
netting although referee Andrew Turner 
awarded a corner. 

Then Morley and Wise played in Gary Bul- 
man whose cross-cum-shot from wide on 
the right just cleared the far angle of the 
goalframe. 

Morley's speed once again was proving a 
decisive weapon as Bridport looked to find 
the breakthrough and it arrived in the 37th 
minute. Shane Evans'measured ball out of 


defence found the slightly built winger 
wide on the left just inside his own half 
who took off like a greyhound. 

With the visiting defence stretched he 
outran Grove skipper Scott Lewis as he 
tried to cover before neatly sliding the ball 
under and across the advancing Drinkwa¬ 
ter from an angle and inches inside the far 
post. 

Having struggled to find the net, Bridport 
scored two more before the break to effec¬ 
tively seal the points and Hengrove's fate, 
although they were both unusual. 

First Clarke took aim in the 40th minute 
from 35 yards and drilled a low speculative 
shot at goal. It looked innocuous enough 
butthe unsighted Drinkwater let the ball 
slip through his legs for the softest of 
goals. 

Then, after Pearce's neat approach work 
was wasted with a weak attempted chip 
from 18 yards straight at Filkins, Bridport 
were awarded a penalty on the stroke of 
half-time when the referee claimed 
Richardson was elbowed on the side of the 
head by Lewis, who was subsequently 
booked. 

The spot-kick was delayed whilst the ref¬ 
eree spoke to, and finally booked, a Hen¬ 
grove official, believed to be the chairman 
stood in the crowd, who it is believed 
claimed it was one of Richardson's own 
team mates who was the offender. 

Wise converted the penalty with aplomb 
to make it 4-1 in favour of the Bees. With 
the last kick of added time Luke almost 
added another with a fierce shot that 
Drinkwater turned away. 

The second-half was dull by comparison 
with Bridport now playing against the 
wind. 

They seemed content to sit on their lead 
whilst Hengrove huffed and puffed with¬ 
out causing Sam Filkins any concerns in 
goal. 

The first shot of note came midway 
through the half when following good 
work by Bulman he fed Jamie Filkins 


whose shot from the right angle of the 
penalty area smashed against the far post 
and rebounded into play like a bullet. 

Hengrove did finally build up a head of 
steam soon after and Joe Brimble fired just 
wide of the post before Clarke had to clear 
substitute James Dunn's header off the 
line. 

They finally got a goal a minute from 
time when Evans' defensive header 
dropped to Lewis Dunn who volleyed 
home, but two minutes into added time 
substitute Rhys Hayter set up Richardson 
for an easy headed goal from close in after 
a good run and cross down the right. 

The game ended with referee Turner 
sending the Grove manager Nigel Brimble 
to the stands after previously warning him 
about his conduct - he would have been 
even more vexed after discovering that 
Bishop Sutton's win at Cadbury Heath con¬ 
firmed they had been relegated. 

Senior said: "We got a great start, but 
then we conceded a disappointing 
equaliser, but when Matt Morley got the 
second we pushed on and might have had 
more in the first half. 

"The second-half was quite difficult 
against the wind but overall I was quite 
pleased, although I was also disappointed 
with their second goal, but we bounced 
back and got another. 

"It was also nice to get a win at home for 
the fans in the last game."
